The Treaty is merely Defenfive. 

The King of Praffia is to Guarrantee and man- 
tain the Order of Succeffion to the Hereditary Do- 
minions of the Houfe of Auftria, in the Manner 
the prefent Emperor has eftablifhed it. ; 

The Emperor and the King of Pruffia engage to 
ufe their joint Endeavours to-obtain from ‘all thofe 
who have Pretenfion to the Dutchies of Juliers and 
Bergues, a Ceffation of their Rights in favour of his 
Proffian Majefty. And while that is doing, the 
Emperor engages to induce the Prince of Suitbach, 
within fix Months after the figning of the Treaty, 
to renounce abfolutely all: Claim to the Dutchies of 
Berg and Ravenftein , fo that upon the Deceafe of 
' the prefent Elector Palatine, the King of Proffia 
may take immediate Poffeffion of then’; and if with- 
ja the faid fix Months, the Emperor does not pre- 
yail with the Prince of Sultzbach to make fuch Re- 
nuaciation, his Imperial Majefty promifes to make

his Pruffian Majefty amends, by giving him -fome o- 
ther Country in the Empire as an, Equivalent. 

It ts agreed, That this Treaty fhall-not be rati. 
fied till fix Months after figning, nor till the Em. 
perer has performed his Engagement, in Relation 
to the Prince Sultzbach’s Ceffion, or given the 
King of Pruffia an Bquivalent of fome other Coun- 
try, in cafe he fhould not fucceed with that Prince 
And in Cafe of Failorein both thefe- Points, with- 
ay Time limited, this Treaty to be null aud 
void. 

Copenhagen, Of. 12. The Scots Capt. Nord
